But He Fails to Secure the Full 


Republican Yote. 


Harrisl/urg. Jatr 4.—De-oite the ef- 


forts of the opponents of Senator Quay 
to secure a postponement of the sena- 
torial caucus until a later date, the 
adherents of the senior senator carried 
their point last night and secured the 
indorsenieti: of their favorite by 109 
of the 164 Republican members of the 
Pennsylvania legislature. 
This is 19 


less than the number necessary to elet'i 
a. United States senator on joint bailoi. 
the 
total membership being 254. of 


which 12S is a majority. The anti-Quay 
lea<l«r.< are jubilant over the result of 
the caucus, and claim that the man 
they are fighting can never succeed 
himself in the senate. On the other 
hand, the Quay people and the senator 
himself express confidence in ultimate 
victory. They say that of the absentees 
two members of the house. Snyder of 
Luzerne and Clark of "Washington, are 
kept away by sickness and will vote for 
Senator Quay. This would leave him" 
17 votes short of the number necessary 
to elect- 


Senator Orady, of Philadelphia, pre- 


sided over the caucus, and made a seri- 
ous speech, reminding the party repre- 
sentatives present that the duty of se- 
lecting a man to represent the great 
state of Pennsylvania and the party in 
the United States senate for the next 
six years was a grave responsibility, 
and counseling the legislators to exer- 
cise the utmost caution in discharging 
the Important duty before them. 


The roll call showed 27 of the 37 Re- 


publican members of the senate pres- 
ent, and 81 of the 127 members of ths 
house. A total of 10S. Later Repre- 
sentative Hardoi, or Senator Quay's 
county of Beaver, came in. Increasing 
the total to 109. He voted for Quay. 


Senator Merriek, of Tioga, one of the 


best speakers in the legislature, who 
had been selected to place Mr. Quay in 
nomination, did his work well. "When 
he had finished with the mention of 
the name of Quay the vast crowd pres- 
ent was brought into prolonged ap- 
plause and cheering. 


Speaker Fair made a brief speech, 


exT^aitting- why he would vote for Mr. j 
Quay, as did also Senator McCarrell. 
of Dauphin, and Representatives Adams 
of Philadelphia, Kreps of Franklin and 
Harris of Ctearfleld. 


Then Senator Magee, of Allegheny, 


the man who is looked upon by many 
as being a possible successor to Sena- 
tor Quay, took the floor. He got almost 
as much applause as Senator Quay. He 
made a modest and brief speech nomi- 
nating Benjamin F. Jones, of Pitts- 
burg, once chairman of the Republican 
national committee and a great iron 
manufacturer. 


The ballot was then taken, the an- 


nounced result being: Quay, 98; Jones, 
9; Magee. 2. As soon as the vote was 
announced Mr. Magee said: "I now 
move that the nomination be made 
unanimous." 


The outburst of applause which fol- 


lowed this motion was by far the great- 
est demonstration of the night. Cheei 
followed cheer, and the Allegheny man 
who has so long" fought Mr. Quay was 
assuredly the lion of the hour. The mo- 
tion was carried and adjournment was 
had immediately after. 


Senator Quay made this statement at 


midnight: 
"I am entirely satisfied 


with the result of tonight's caucus. A 
number of members of the legislature 
who did not enter the caucus have as- 
sured me of their cordial support when 
the assembly meets in joint conven- 
tion. Thes-0 votes will be more than 
sufficient to eiect me. I am absolutely 
confsdent of iny success." 


Hon. John "Wanamaker also gave out 


a statement at midnight, in which he 
says in part: "The vote of tonight says 
plainly that this legislature will not 
blindly follow a discredited leader. The 
old members are not to be menaced, 
and the nev,- members are not willing to 
marry into the Quay political family at 
the present time." 


The Quay leaders during the past few 


days have been claiming anywhere 
from IIS to 135 votes in the caucus. 
The fact that the actual figure was 
away below their lowest claim is re- 
garded by many here as a source of 
great disappointment to them. 
This 


class of prophets are strong in their 
belief that Senator Quay is beaten. Un-

Manila, Jan. 4.—Advices just received

Wyoming is thought to have more 


than twenty soda lakes of commercial 
importance. These lakes are widely 
scattered throughout the State and 
are invariably found "in depressions. 
Most of these depressions have an in- 
let but no outlet; hence the opinion 
of geologists that the soda came in 
with th-~ spring water and leached 
out, the water evaporating, thus leav- 
ing in pome instances beds of soda 
•more than fifty feet in depth and hun- 
dreds of acres in surface dimension. 


The surface of these lakes, through 


the action of the sun and air, has been 
incrusted over with a powdered soda 
closely resembling great patches of 
pure snow. On examining them with 
a pick one might well imagined that 
he were on a lake of ice upon which a 
light snow had fallen, for the soda be- 
neath is a transparent crystal closely 
resembling ice. 


Professor Wilbur C. Knight, of the 


chair of geology of the Wyoming 
State University at Laramie, has done 
perhaps more than any other Westerner 
to ascertain the chemical richness of 
the "Wyoming soda deposits. Speak- 
ing of Wyoming's inland seas of soda. 
Professor Knight said:

Joseph R. Diehl was & son of the late 


Daniel and Leah ^Myers) Baugher Diehl, 
and was born June 3rd, 1S38, near the 
old mill in Oxford township, whica, 
since 1780, has been in possession of the 
Diehl family, first owned and carried on 
by Peter Diehl, the grandfather of Jos. 
R. Mr Diehl attended the common 
schools of his neighborhood and com- 
pleted his studies at the college or accad- 
emv of Dr. Pfeiffer, in this place. la 
1854 he was employed as clerk for one 
year for Wm.

The Domestic life of Mr. Diehl and wife 
was commenced in the old Diehl man- 
sion and Mr. Diehl took charge of the 
mill near by. In 1S63. after the death of 
his father, he purchased the mill, since 
which time, up to about two years ago, 
he has been engaged in the milling busi- 
ness. To the marriage of Mi. and Mrs. 
Diehl has been born 3 sons and one 
daughter: C. E. Diehl, grocer, of this 
place, M. D. Diehl, now operating the 
mill, Ervin J. Diehl, a student at Selins- 
grove University, and Miss Alverta L. 
Diehl, at home. Mr. Diehl has been a 
life-long member of the Lutheran church 
and for more than a quarter of century a 
member of the church council.

Diehl has for many years been earnestly 
devoted to and interested in education, 
and was for a long time secretary and a 
member of the school board of his town- 
ship.

the fishermen whose little cottages 
were the only residences iu the neigh- 
borhood of that rugged shore. Xext 
morning the vessel was gone, but 
there was a man, or piece of a man, 
on the beach.
